But his public life 
bad not made him cold and careless of private 
and personal interests. He waa too much of a 
Puritan to be very demonstrative, but he made 
close and warm friendship* founded upon mutual 
esteem ; and hi* personal love and care for those 
whe were unfortunate or afflicted, even suffering 
for their own misdeeds, were well-known. Ho 
believed in reforming and elevating society by 
personal effort with individuals, and not by 
n and resolutions ; and no while he was a 
liauthropist he waa what i* better still, a 
ristian. He believed in Ood and served 
him first and always, and was known and respect- 
ed as a religious man. Like tbe late Governor 
Seymour, who was hi* intimate friend, he honor- 
ed religion and was esteemed and trusted by men 
of the ehurcb, as well as by men of the world 
who knew his stannch integrity, and by men of 
the Ht.te who knew his political virtue. He wa- 
a simple, humble Chri*tian, who often opened 
tbe meetings of beard* where he presided with 
prayer, and who, though firm In his own opinions, 
urity and kindness for those win, In Id 
different ones His life was long, honoi 
useful; his name will be cherished by many whom 
he ha* befriended, and will be recorded among 
tlie editors, the statesmen and the benefactors of 
thi* century in the State of New York and m the 
United States of America. Hi* last public ser- 
vice was in connection with the Indian Confer- 
ence at Lake Mohonk in October, from which In- 
returned seriously ill, and hi* la»t literary work 
wa* a review of that Conference, which he wrote 
for the JVew York OI>*erver, at my request

After 
touching on the work at Hartfo r d, Mr 
Cloud described briefly the letter of 
resignation by Dr. Gallaudet, as the 
principal of the school The pon t O Mt O 
ol tbe letter, It seems, me known only 
lo a few persons; bill they will la- 
made known before long — in a bonk 
now under preparation by Dr. E M. 

Gallaudet. In Tila letter, the elder in 

Gallaudet showed how hard he had 
been laboring for the school and yet 
how little he had been receiving, 

much less than was necessary for rais 

ing his large family, and for his labors 
in comparsion with presidents and 
principals, of colleges ami public 
pchools. Toward Ihe close of I lie let 
ter, he asked for the taking away of a 
portion of his labors, and if this re 
quest be not accepted, for leave to 
tender his resignation M his poor health 
would not, justify so much hard labor 
from him. Strange to say. Hi Board 
of Directors did not make any reason 
able attempt to relieve him of much of 
his labors, but instead accepted Ins 
resignation. A successor was appoint 
ed, and still more strange fo say, flier 
tain labors were removed, thus lighten 
ing the work of the office. After his 
resignation, Dr. Galhnidet, continued 
to work for the deaf: now writing 
lessons and books for the deaf pupils, 
now visiting the school and giving 
snch advice and assistance to tin- 
teachers as might be needed and asked 
for. The gift, of the silver pitcher and 
plate to Dr. Gallaudet, and Mr. Clerc, 

and the erection of the monument to 

Dr. Gallaudel, at Hartford, were n- \l 
mentioned.
